Anti-Chamberlain Agitations is a 


Menace to the Peace of Nations 


—Striking Comment.

London, Nov. 22.—The fact that 


the anti-Chamberlain agitation in 
Germany has at last extracted a 
semi-official expression, of approval 
from the North German Gazette has 
had the effect of convincing the Brit- 
ish press that the situation is becom- 
ing serious. Heretofore there had 
been a disposition to disregard and 
belittle the influence of the agitation. 
Now the papers are taking the 
trouble to explain that Mr. Chamber- 
lain's words were not intended to in- 
sult or offend Germany. 


"The temper of the German public 


is dangerous,", says the Morning 
Post, "and it behooves our people to 
be en their guard. The Germans ap- 
pear to regard Great Britain as cov- 
etous, 
rapacious and 
barbarous. 


Prom that belief to the corollary that 
a barbarous nation ought to be sup- 
pressed is a short and easy step." 


The Daily News remarks: 
<*Mr. 


Chamberlain, as the French 
say, 


'costs dear/ 
The new imperialism 


•which was to strengthen our position 
in the world lias left us -without a 
friend. America cannot supply what 
we have lost in Europe, for the Ger- 
man, Dutch and Irish elements in 
that great community are today more 
hostile than they were during the 
Venezuela trouble." 


KEJOICED TOO SOON. 


The Daily Chronicle, which admits 


that the agitation is "the outcome of 
misrepresentation of Mr. Chamber* 
Iain's ill-judged and ill-timed re- 
onarks," says: 


"This does not diminish the grav- 


ity of the situation. It is a serious 
thought that Lord Salisbury's self- 
congratulation at the Guildhall at the 
correct attitude of the great powers 
is beginning to be falsified." 


Referring then to "the scurrilous 


attacks made by the German press," 
the Daily Chronicle concludes as fol- 
lows: "Unless the authorities re- 
strain the unlicensed abuse of Eng- 
land in the German press we fail to 
see how this country can much longer 
ignore these accumulated insults." 


The Standard and the Daily Tele- 


graph are much less alanmist in tone, 
but they recognize that "such agita- 
tions, even when artificial, are not 
always harmless, and it is a good 
thing that the relations between the 
two governments are so friendly and 
that Queen Victoria's blood runs in 
the kaiser's veins." 


All the papers publish long spe- 


cials from Berlin describing the pub- 
lic feeling and agreeing that the ar- 
ticle in the North German Gazette is 
a proof that the German, government 
is altogether powerless to stem the 
agitation, which is intended, if pos- 
sible, to force Count Von Buelow into 
some anti-British pronouncement." 


The Times, defending Mr. Chttm- 


berlain against German attacks, says: 


"We must 'beg to remind the Ger- 


mans that we, claim an equal right 
to guard our own honor and to resent 
accusations founded upon the most 
hateful and (poisonous calumnies dis- 
seminated with a deliberate persist- 
ence inexplicable in a friendly com- 
munity. 


"We hope the Geranan people and 


•government will understand that the 
British nation will not acquiesce in 
any impeachment of the honor of 
our gallant soldiers, which is as dear 
to us as is that of the German amy 
to the German nation."

THE FRIEZE IN THE CIRCUIT 


COURT ROOM. 


A Written Interpretation Made by 


Artist Guthrez, Who is Now 


in Port Wayne. 


By this evening the hangers will 


have completed the work of placing 
the canvas frieze on the side walls 
and ends of the circuit court room, 
ready for the inspection of the emi- 
nent painter, Carl Gutherz, of Wash- 
ington, D. C., who has just arrived in 
the city to superintend the finishing 
touches to his allegory. Mr. Gutherz 
is one of the most celebrated descrip- 
tive- painters of this country and his 
works are considered the best of their 
character ever produced by an Amer- 
ican artist, for that Mr. Gutherz per- 
sists in calling himself in spite of 
his peculiarly German, name. 
It 


was he who painted all the figures in 
the representatives' room in the new 
cngressional library 
building at 


Washington and many of the- finer 
corners in the capitol are the result 
of his handiwork. 
Contractor An- 


drews is not only to be congratu- 
lated, but commended as well, for 
securing the services of so eminent 
an artist to contribute his art and 
skill to the final embellishment of 
the finest county building- in the 
country. 
This particular frieze is 


about five feet wide and extends en- 
tirely arouud the room. It requires 
a personal inspection to realize the 
beauties of the painting 
and the 


story of the painting by the artist 
himself to appreciate all the- lessons 
which it is intended to convey, Mr. 
Gutherz has submitted to the clerk 
of the court a detailed key to the 
painting 
to be made a matter of 


record on the court or official min- 
utes, so that the artist's idea of the 
allegory may never be lost. 
The 


transcript is in Mr. Gutherz's own 
handwriting and bears his signature. 
Through the courtesy of Clerk Ham- 
mond The Sentinel is permitted to 
print the story as written by Mr. 
Gutlierz. It is as follows: 


Supposing the spectators seated in the 


central part of the room, facing the judge's 
scat: You will see to right and left side, 
over the rostrum, tho founders of our laws. 
Moses on ono side, Justinian on the other. 
Justinian and Moses are instructing ant* 
sflvinff the edicts of law to their people 
for distribution. Back of Hoses rises the 
templo of Solomon, -while in the distance, 
near Justinian, the Christian architecture is 
indicated by the dome of Saint Sophia*

Victoria, B. C., Nov. 22.—James 


Seeley, of the secret service of the 
Yukon territory, whj is here, says 
the conspiracy formed in Dawson was 
discovered by the police there ;n 
September. It was an organization 
known as the 
"Order cf the Mid- 


night Sun," founded at Dawson by 
some American 
Penians, 
and a 


branch was formed at Skagway, but 
the order did not extend south. The 
plans were for the conspirators in 
Dawson to rise, when the word was 
given, after the Yukon had become 
unfit for travel, seize the barracks 
of the northwest mounted police, 
while their Skagwuy conferees, after 
cutting the wires, were to surprise 
the mounted patrols along the river. 
There are about 250 mounted police 
scattered through the district and 
as there 'are few in Dawson the 
scheme was thought to be feasible. 
The papers of the association were 
seized at Skagway, but the seizure 
being made in United States terri- 
tory, are held by the American of* 
fleers. The secretary of the order has 
fled to Seattle. 


THE LEADER FLEES. 


Seattle, Wash.. Nov. 22.—Fred 


Clark, who was in1 charge of the 
"junta" established -at Skagway last 
March, is here* He confesses to his 
part in the work of the Order of the 
Mid-night Sun. He was watched for

Clark took with him part of the 


records of the organization, but the 
remainder were confiscated by the of- 
ficials at Skagway and are now in 
their possession. Clark admits thai- 
it was intended to cut the wires along: 
the railroad after navigation ceassd 
on the Yukon this winter and over- 
power the mounted police nt White 
Horse and Dawson, the chief posts. 
There are only 235 police in tho 
whole of the British Yukon. 


The gold in the banks find in the 


possession of the government was to 
be seized. The leaders believed that 
the United States would not allow 
British troops to enter by way of 
Skagway, on American soil, and that 
they would be unable to reach Daw- 
son by the all-Canadian route inside 
of six months. Meantime the trad- 
ers hoped for intervention by the 
United States or at least expected to 
organize an army which would re- 
sist the Canaian troops.

GRASSHOPPER BRICKS. 


Grasshoppers tire being put <to a 


new use out in Nebraska. The farm- 
ers liave killed incredible numbers 
of them "by the help of- a machine 
which is, perhaps, the most effective 
ever devised 'for the purpose. It is 
colle'd a "fcopperdozer," ;and is noth- 
ing more nor less than a large flat 
pan, with a> depression in the rear 
part of it. 
The contrivance, being 


attached to a iiorse, is pushed along 
in front of the anSmal as tlie latter 
is driven across the fields. Pretty 
nearly every grasshopper encounter- 
ed jumps upon 
the pan 'and is 


promptly suffocated in the kerosene. 


This ingenious instalment has 


been, in use for a number of years in 
parts xrf the west; but 'hdfcherto it has 
not occurred to the f aimers to make 
any use of the dead grasshoppers. 
Most commonly they were burned, 
thoug'h some more enterprising agri- 
culturalists turned a portion of them 
fto account -as poultry feed. 
They 


found that the 'hens liked them ex- 
ceedingly; for it is a fact 
that 


grass-hopper is to a hen what a can- 
vas-'back duck is to a human epicure 
—the very choicest and most esteem- 
ed of delicacies, 


Hence the idea which is now being 


developed on a commercial 
scale. 


Xhe grasshoppers, after being killed 
by the hopperdozer, are left in win- 
drows'in the fields, where-they are 
soon drietf. When they have been 
exposed to. the sun tfor a sufficient 
time to reduce them to a- properly 
dedicated condition they are gath- 
ered up witfa -raikes, shoveled into 
cartsywrd (xwrveyfcd-'to tt sthedj^wfteT 
they are put into a press somewthai 
resambttn'g an ordinary cheese press 
and converted into solid bricks. 


The bricks are shipped in quan/ti 


ties !to poultry raS&exs, wtho find this 
new kind of hen provender most sat 
isfactory, and Jttiey are anxous to ge 
more of it. Apparently it is a great 
ertcourag'er of egg -production. 


It Is not necessary to grind the 


bricks before feeding the stuff to 
the chickens, but meroly to break 
them into pieces and soften -with 
water.—Saturday Evening Post.

Qorsline found just seventeen separ- 
ate written complaints of depreda- 
tions of boys and young men, com- 
mitted in various and pyacticaOJy all 
parts of the city. The "boy nuisance" 
has become intolerable in spite of 
the repeated warnings given by the 
police department, the kin'dly ai- 
monitions of Judge Louttit and the 
not infrequent punishment meted out 
to particularly aggressive offenders. 
Last night, at the corner of Broad- 
way and Taylor streets, Officer La- 
vanway took into custody five boys 
who were endangering their own 
lives by jumping on the 
fenders 


of passing street cars. 
The officer 


look the boys to their respective 
homes and delivered them to their 
parents, telling them of the miscon- 
duct and saying that if the boys were 
caught again in similar annoyances 
they would be taken to the station 
house in place of their homes. 
In 


one instance the parents were greatly 
offended at the officiouaness of the 
patrolman in interfening with the 
innocent amusement of their son. In 
view of the growing evil and the ap- 
parent indifference of parents gener* 
ally, Superintendent Gotrsline has is- 
sued the following . general ' order, 
which is now in full force and effect 
and which he says shall be enforced 
to the letter until the evil is abated 
The circular reads as follows: 


Headquarters Police Department, Fort 


Wayne, Ind,, Nov. 21, 1901.—"Circular:* 
In the past few weeks a lar^e number of 
complaints have been recistered at head 
quarters against boys and young men rela 
tive to their unruly ajid boisterous conduct 
on the streets. It sterns that the spirit of 
devilment has broken out in the young fel 
Iowa in every part of the city, and while 
in some instances their pranks do no one 
any harm, still-if thcv arc not checked 
up they so further with them until the 
mischief they do becomes second only to a 
misdemeanor and in some cases to petty 
crlmci, 
A larye portion of these yount 


fellows are under 
15 years 
of age 
and 


should be off the street by S o'clock, and 
if the oSJcers v/owld be more particular in 
enforcing tho cisrfew law it would take a 
large percentage of 
these 
boys off the 


strcet3 at 8 o'clock, and give the oiiicer a 
bettor opportunity to cope with the older 
and gcnorally the most unruly element. 


It docs not ieew fair to the officer (in 


view of the largo districts each one has) 
to hold him responsible for all the disorder 
and crimes that may co:no off on his dis- 
trict, but it -Joes not look unreasonable to 
think that an officer who has these crowds 
of youngsters on his district (and I might 
say they are in every district) should know 
where they 
congregate 
and where the> 


usually play and have their hang-outs, and 
If he te unable to control them and roako 
them leave when tho proper timo comes, 
his duty Is very plain in the matter, as a 
rcfcreaco to the "curfew law/' pages 373, 
300 of the revised city 
ordinances, 
will 


surely till him what to do. Every officer 
has a copy of these ordinances to which I 
invite attention. 


Now regarding the older classes of young 


men whoso actions arc not controlled ty 
nor come under the provisions of the curfew 
law. I believe that more stringent measures 
should be taken with them in the'future 
than has boon taken in the past, 


A reference to section 511, page 362, and 


section 551, page 367, shows that it is un- 
lawful for 
anyone 
to be found loitering 


around any place in the city. 
, 


Tha class of young men between 1C aud 


20 years of ago who congregate and loiter 
on the streets every mght are the one* 
who cause the officers the most trouble, for 
thir misdeeds often result in petty crimes. 


It Is not tho desire of tho department to 


curtail any of these young people's privi- 
leges or righti, but thye have had a free 
roll: for so long that It LOW becomes neces- 
sary to draw the line and enforce tho or<U 


tnc^s for the protection of the people. - 
The officers have been too lenient with 


them, and tho result has been they have 
taken advantage of tho officers* leniency. 
Hereafter, in view of the above state of 
affeirs, all officers will govern themseives 
strictly according to the quoted ordinances 
regarding thU element In their district. 
Hslf a dozen arrests in each district, anC 
thero would not be one report where we 
now get a dozen.

"The temper of 'the German public 


is dangerous,", says the 
Morning 


Post, "and it behooves our people to 
•be en their guard. The Germans ap- 
pear to regard Great Britain as cov- 
etous, 
rapacious 
and 
barbarous. 


From, that belief to the corollary that 
a barbarous nation ought to be sup- 
pressed is a short and easy step." 


The Daily News remarks: "Mr. 


Chamberlain, as the 
Trench say, 


'costs dear.1 
The new imperialism 


which was to strengthen, our .position 
in the world has left us without a 
friend. America cannot supply what 
we have lost in Europe, for the Ger- 
man, Dutch, and Irish elements in 
that great community are today more 
hostile than they were during- the 
Venezuela trouble." 


•REJOICED TOO SOON. 


The Daily Chronicle, which admits 


that the agitation is "the outcome of 
misrepresentation of Mr. Chamber- 
lain's ill-judged and ill-timed 
re- 


marks," says: 


"This does not diminish the grav- 


ity of the situation. It is a serious 
thought that Lord Salisbury's self- 
congratulation at the Guildhall at the 
correct attitude of the great powers 
is beginning to be falsified." 


Referring then to "the scurrilous 


attacks made by the German press," 
the Daily Chronicle concludes as fol- 
lows: 
"Unless the authorities re- 


strain the unlicensed abuse of Eng- 
land in the German press -we fail to 
see how this country can much longer 
ignore these accumulated insults." 


The Standard and the Daily Tele- 


graph are much less alarmist in tone, 
but they recognize that "such agita- 
tions, even when artificial, are not 
always harmless, and it is a good 
thing that the relations between the 
two governments are so friendly and 
that Queen Victoria's blood runs in 
the kaiser's veins." 


All the papers publish long spe- 


cials from Berlin describing the pub- 
lic feeling and agreeing that the ar- 
ticle in the North German Gazette is 
a proof that the German government 
is altogether powerless to stein the 
agitation, which is intended, if pos- 
sible, to force Count Von Buelow into 
some anti-British pronouncement." 


The Times, defending Hr. Cham- 


berlain against German attacks, says: 


""We must 'beg to remind 
the Ger- 


mans that we claim an. equal right 
to guard our own honor and to resent 
accusations founded upon the most 
ihateful and poisonous calumnies dis- 
seminated with a deliberate persist- 
ence inexplicable in a friendly com- 
munity.

Ginter made his great 


diswovery 109 years ago, 'He lived in 
a cabin in the forest on. the Maudi 
Chunk mountain. 
(While in quest 


of g-ame he came on what he supposed 
was black stone. 
He built a fire of 


wood and threw pieces of the sup- 
posed stone about it, so that the em- 
bers mig-ht last longer while he was 
roasting- a bird. 
In. a short time was 


surprised to see that the stones were 
burning1. 
They were pieces of an- 


thracite. 


Ginter carried some of the coal 


home and burned it. 
His few neigh- 


bors soon learned of the discovery, 
but there was no mining to any ex- 
tent in Carbon county until after the 
war of 1812 had begun. 
The Jirst 


load of anthracite mined in. Schuyl- 
kill county was shipped to 'Philadel- 
phia just nine years after Ginter 
stumbled upon 
the 
black stones. 


George Shoemaker, 
who owned: a 


small tract of land where Pottsville 


HOW stands, in 1800 dug up ft pe- 
culiar looking black stone. 
Dig- 


ging- farther, 
out 
of curiosity, lie 


came upon a bed of rock. Shoemaker, 
however, loaded a. wagon with the 
black stuff ixnd started for Philadel- 
phia. 
He took it to the Pennsylva- 


nia bank on Second street nnd showed 
it to the bank people. 
"You've got 


a big load of nothing- there, Shoe- 
maker,' said the president with a 
smile, as be examined the specimens. 
Shoemaker, disappointed, dumped his 
load in a vacant lot next to the bank 
and drove home. 


About a year afterward Patrick 


Lyon, a blacksmith, carried some of 
the black lumps to liis smithy and 
demonstrated that what Shoemaker 
had thrown away was the best fuel 
of -which the country at that time 
had knowledge. 
It was not long be- 


fore Shoemaker received big- offers 
for his land nnd his farm became the 
scene of the first mining- operations.

FEDERAL JUDGES' DECISION 


ON THE TAX CASES IN STATE 


OF ILLINOIS. 


CAPITAL STOCK ASSESSABLE 


ANOTHER VICTORY FOR THE 


COMMONWEALTH. 


Springfield, 111., Nov. 22.--The ap- 


plication, of llie Chicago Union Trac- 
tion company and the Consolidated 
Traction company for in injunction 
restrainig1 the state board of equali- 
zation from assessing the 
capital 


stock of -those companies for 1000 
was denied at 12:30 this ju'ternoon 
by Judges Grosscup and Humphrey 
in the United States court. The tem- 
porary injunction issued by Judge 
Grosscup, in Chicago, on Tuesday, 
•was dissolved. 


Immediately after the decision was 


announced assessments • aggregating 
^75,000,000 and involving over $!,- 
000,000 in 1900 taxes -\vere made "by 
the state board of equalization as the 
fair cash value of the capital stock 
of the Traction companies over mid 
above the ns-sesEnient on their tan- 
gible property. 
The $75,000,000 


valuation made takes the place of 
<j53,500.000 valuation made last year 
as representing the cash value of the 
property assessed. 


The teachers 
federation estimate 


•was 3125,000,000. 


No -written opinion in the case was 


filed. Judge Grosscup stated orally 
at length the reasons for tha decision, 
explaining that later Judge Humph- 
rey would file a written opinion. This 
oral statement occupied forty min- 
utes. 


The method to be followed in de- 


termining the value o£ capital stock 
for purposes 
of taxation -was dis- 


cussed by Judge Grosscup at length. 
As to bonds, he said, 'the judgment 
of the money lender might be reason- 
ably safe, "but with capital stock it 
was different. It would be grossly 
unfair to base .the assessment upor, 
the stock value quoted 'on the stock 
exchange. 
These were frequently, 


if not generally, determined by cir- 
cumstances quite distinct from the 
real value of the stocks in question. 
He cited, 
as 
an illustration, the 


Northern Pacific 
flurry 
of a few 


mouths ago. 
There nobody would 


contend that -the real value 'of the 
stock exceeded .par, yet the quoted 
price reached $1,000. Nor had any 
court decided that the equalization 
board must be governed by the quo- 
table market prices of capital stock. 
It was the decision of the supreme 
court of Illinois in the franchise tax 
case recently decided, he said, that 
these prices merely must be taken 
into consideration." It still remain- 
ed for -the equalization board to ex- 
ercise its judgment in determining 
the real 
value of capital stock for 


purposes of taxation. Regarding the 
Union 
Traction 
company, Judge 


Grosscup said that its failure to in- 
troduce in the litigation, in the state 
court evidence respecting 
the real 


alue of its stock had not been ex- 


plained. 
"The- probability is," said 


he, "that the Union Tr.icttoji com- 
pany knew that it had been escap- 
ing- taxation, and believed it eciikl 
continue to escape, nnd that it chose 
not to make public the real intrinsic 
facts upon which, a fair valuation of 
its stock could nave "been arrived at. 


"The bill in this case," he said in 


conclusion, "assumes that the board 


l not now exercise its independent 


judicial functions, but will confine 
itself to the mere arithmetic of add- 
ing together the indebtedness and 
stock exchange quotations of the cap- 
ital stock. -We are not at liberty to 
concur in this assumption. 
We be- 


lieve and are bound to believe that 
the board will exercise its fnctions 
as contemplated by the law. .This 
would exclude the supposed danger of 
gross discrepancy and the supposed 
danger of over valuation. If it trans- 
pires that the board of equalization, 
through pique or under the lash anil 
spur of some power or through per- 
sonal fears or moved by any other 
consideration than the impartial and 
Independent 
discharge of its own 


duty, attempts- to certify an assessed

GRASSHOPPER BBICKS. 


.. Grasshoppers 'are being put to a 
new use out in 'Nebraska. The farm- 
ers KIVB killed incredible numbers 
of them by the lielp of a machine 
which is, perhaps, the most effective 
ever devised 'for the purpose. 
It is 


calle'd' n. "JiopperdDzpr," 'and is no-th- 
ing more nor less-than a large ilat 
pan, 'with a depression in the rear 
part of it. 
The contrivance, beinp 


attached to a Tvorse; is pushed along 
ui froii-t of the nnltmai ns -tJie bitter 
is driven across the fields. Pretty 
nearly every grasshopper en'counter- 
ed jumps 
upon 
the pan 
'and 
is 


promptly suffocated in the kerosene. 


This ingenious instrument 
lias 


been, in iise for a number of ye'ars in 
parts <of tlie west; but 'h'ltherto it has 
not occurred to -the farmers to make 
any uso of tlie dea'd grasshoppers. 
Most .commonly "they were burned, 
t-houg'h some more enterprising agri- 
culturalists turned a portion uf them 


>to . account 'as poultry feed. 
They 


found that the •hens liked them ex- 
ceedingly; for it is a fnct 
that a 


grasshopper is to a hen what a can- 
vas-Jback duck is to fi human epicure 
—the very choicest and most esteem- 
ed of delicacies. 


Hence the idea •which is now being 


developed on a commercial 
scale. 


The grasshoppers, after being killed: 
by the hopperdoaer, .tire left in wln- 
drcws" hr the fields, where they- are 
soon drie'd. 
"Whtn. they have beeii 


exposed to the sun for a. sufficient 
time to reduce them to a properly 
dessicatcd condition they are gath- 
ered up with -rakes, shoveled intp 
cartSj-Tand/conveycd-tx) -a. shed,•••where' 
they are put into a press somewttiat 
resembling -an 'ordinVxry cheese press, 
an'd coiwei'i.fcd into solid -bricks. 


The bricks are shipped in quanti- 


ties !to poultry I'aSseTs, who find this 
now kind cf lien provender most sat- 
isfactory, -and ithey nre anxous to g-oi 
m-ore 'of it. 
Apparently it is a great 


encourager of egg .production. 


It is Jiot necessary to grind the 


bricks before feeding- ths stuff hi 
the chickens, but merely to break 
•them into 
pieces 
and soften "with 


water.—Saturday Evening Post,
